The Palm Beach County Com- | 
mission, which.for several months 
has been seeing its sub division | 
road improvement program hard 
hit:by spiraling prices, may put 
county crews to work on the im- 
provements rather than letting 
private contractors do the work. 

The whole problem stems from 
recent bids received from the com- 
mission which topped estimates by 
dollars per front foot. The latest 
price hike came last week when 
the commission heard that an im- 
portant program on a subdivision 
street had been estimated to cost 
more than $8 ‘per front foot. The

So, you can expect to see a push 
for new dairy legislation revived 
during the coming session of Con- 
gress. At the last session the Ad- 
ministration failed to obtain ap- 
proval for its suggested plan to 
put the brakes on:milk production, 
so the farm bill which emerged 
did not. include a dairy section. 

Congress failed to adopt the pro- 
posal to give dairy -farmers a 
choice of voting for hjgher price 
supports coupled with reduction of 
output, or an open market with 
minimal price supports. 

There have been other proposals 
made, and at a recent meeting of 
the National Milk Producers' Fed- 
eration Secretary of Agriculture 
Orville Freeman urged the indust- 
ry to get together, speak up “with 
one voice" and say what it wants. 

He made it clear that it is up to 
the various producer’ organiza- 
tions to agree on a program that 
has good prospects for boosting 
dairy income, ` cutting present 
heavy  surpluses and reducing 
their cost to the taxpayer. “Time 
is running out" he wárned, and 
stressed the point that “as a prac- 
tical matter we do not have the 
political muscle to continue the 
present program for long."

According to an industry defini- 
tion, freeze-drying is “a unique 
fOod_ preservation process that re- 
moves moisture from frozen foods 
without appreciably changing the 


duct. Cellular structure remains 
intact." 1 

Freeze-drying is accomplished 
by sealing frozen foods in special 
drying cabinets, “where air is 
pumped out and low-level heat is 
slowly applied. As the temperature. 
rises, ice in the frozen ‘product is 
vaporized until 98 per cent of the 
moisture is removed. 

Nitrogen is put into the cham- 
ber to replace the oxygen in the 
food. This inert gas retards spoil- 
age. Once this is done the product 
is ready for packaging. It is now 
dehydrated, not frozen, and may 
be stored at room temperature— 
as long as two years.
